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T hath been the wiſdom of the 
Church of England, ever fince the- 
_ Hirſt compiling of her Publick Li- 
turgy, to keep the mean between 
the two extreams, of too much ſtiff- 
neſs in refuſing, and of too much 
eaſineſs in admitting any variation 
from it. For, as on the one ſide 


common experience ſheweth, that 


where a change hath been made of 
things adviſedly eſtabliſhed (no evi- 
dent neceſſi y ſo reguiring) ſundry 
inconveniencies have thereupon en- 
ſued ; and thoſe many times more 
and greater than the evils, that 
were intended to be remedied by 


ſuch change: So on the other ſide, 


the particular forms of divine wor- 
ſhip; and the Rites and Ceremo- 
nies appointed to be uſed therein, 
being things in their own nature 
indifferent, and alterable, and fo 
acknowledged; it is but reaſon- 
able, that upon weighty and im- 
portant conſiderations, according 
to the various exigency of times 
and occaſions, ſuch changes and 
alterations ſhould be made therein, 
as to thoſe that are in place of Au- 
thority ſhould from time to time 
ſeem either neceſſary or expedient, 
* Accordingly we find, that in the 
Reigns of ſeveral Princes of bleſſed 


memory finge the Reformation, the 


Church, upon juſt and weighty 
conſiderations her thereunto mov- 
ing, hath yielded to make ſuch al- 
terations in ſome particulars, as in 
their reſpeRive times were thought 
convenient: Yet fo, as that the 
main Body and Eſſentials of it (as 
well in the chiefeſt materials, as in 
the frame and order thereof) have 
ſtill continued the ſame unto this 
day, and do yet ſtand firm and 
unſhaken, notwithſtanding all the 
vain attempts and impetuous aſ- 
faults made 1 it, by ſuch men 
as are given to change, and have 
always diſcovered à greater regard 
to their own priva 
intereſts, than to that duty they 
owe to the publick.

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CONCERNING THE SERVICE OF THE CHURCH. 


HERE was never any — * 
T the wit of man ſo well deviſed, 
or ſo ſure eſtabliſhed, which in con- 
tinuance of time, hath not been 
corrupted : As, among other things, 
it may plainly appear by the Com- 
mon Prayers in the Church, com- 
monly called Divine Service. The 
firſt original and ground whereof, 
if any man would ſearch out by the 
ancient Fathers, he ſhall find, that 
the ſame was not ordained but of a 
good purpoſe, and for a great ad- 
vancement of zodlineſs. For they 
ſo ordered the matter, that all the 
whole Bible, (or the greateſt part 
thereof) ſhould be read over once 
every year; intending noma” 4 that 
the Clergy, and eſpecially ſuch as 
were Miniſters in the congregation, 
ſhould (by often reading, and medi- 
tation in God's wor be ſtirred up 
to godlineſs themſelves, and be 
more able to exhort others by 
wholſome Doctrine, and to confute 
them that were adverſaries to the 
Truth and further, that the peo- 

le (by daily hearing of the holy 
cripture read in the Church) might 
continually profit more and more 
in the knowledge of God, and be 
the more inflamed with the love of 
his true Religion. X 
But theſe many years paſſed, this 
godly and decent order of the an- 
cient Fathers hath been ſo altered, 
broken, and neglected, by planting 
in uncertain Stories, and Legerds, 
with multitude of Reſponds, Verſes, 
vain Repetitions, Commemorations 
and Synodals;that commonly when 
any Book of the Bible was begun, 
after three or four Chapters were 
read out, all the reſt were unread, 
And in this ſort the Book of Iſaiah 
was begun in Advent, and the Book 
of Gene is in Septuage ma; but they 
were only begun, and never read 
through: After like ſort were other 
Books of holy Scripture uſed. And 
moreover, whereas St. Pau! would 
have ſuch language ſpoken to the 
ople in the Church, as they might 
underſtand, and have ou by 
hearing the ſame; The Service in 
this Church of Eng/and theſe many 
years hath been read in Latin to 
the people, which they underſtand 
not; ſo that they have heard with 


their ears only, and their heart, 
ſpirit, and mind, have not been edi - 

ed thereby. And furthermore, not- 
withſtanding that the ancient Fa- 


thers have divided the Pſalms into 


ſeven Portiorfs, whereof every one 
was called a No#urn:; Now of late 
time a few of them have been dail 
ſaid, and the reſt utterly omitted, 
Moreover, the number and hard- 
neſs of the Rules called the Pie, and 
the manifold changings of the Ser- 
vice, was the cauſe, that to turn 
the Book only was ſo hard and in- 
tricate a matter, that many times 
there was more buſineſs to find out 
what ſhould be read, than to read 
it when it was found out. | 
Theſe inconveniencies therefore 
conſidered, here is ſet forth ſuch an 
Order whereby the ſame ſhall be 
redreſſed. And for a readineſs in 
this matter, here is drawn out a 
Calendar for that purpoſe, which is 
plain and eaſy to be underſtood ; 
wherein (ſo much as may * the 
reading of holy Scripture is ſo ſet 
forth, that all things ſhall be done 
in order without breaking one piece 
from another. For this cauſe be cut 
off Anthems, Reſponds, Invitato- 


ries, and ſuch like things as did 
break the continual courſe of the 


reading of the Scripture, * 


* 


* 


Vet, becauſe there is no remedy, 
but that of neceſſity, there muſt be 
ſome Rules; therefore certain Rules 
are here ſet forth; which, as they 
are few in number, ſo they are plain 
and eaſy to be underſtood. So that 
here you have an Order ſor Prayer, 
and for the reading of the holy 
Scripture, much agreeable to the 
mind and purpoſe of the old Fa- 
thers, and a great deal more profit- 
able and commodious, than that 
which of late was uſed. It is more 
profitable, becauſe here are left out 
many things, whereof ſome are un- 
true, ſome uncertain, ſome vain 
and ſuperſtitious; and nothing is 
ordained to be read, but the very 
Ard Word of God, the holy Scrip- 
ture, or that which is agreeable to 
the ſame; and that in ſuch a Lan- 
guage and Order as is- moſt eaſy 
and plain for the underſtanding 
both of the Readers and Hearers. 
It is alſo more commodious, both 


for - 
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diver 


for the ſhortneſs thereof, and for 
the plainneſs of the Order, and for 
that the Rules be few and eaſy. 
And whereas heretofore there 
hath been great diverſity in ſaying 
and finging in Churches within this 
Realm; ſome following Salisbury 

Uſe, ſome Hereford Uſe, and ſome 
the Uſe of Bangor, ſome of York, 
ſont of Lincoln; now from hence- 
forth all the whole Realm ſhall have 
but one Uſe. 

And foraſmuch as nothing can be 
ſo plainly ſet forth, but doubts may 
ariſe in the uſe and practice of the 
ſame; to appeaſe all ſuch diverſity 
(if any ariſe) and for the reſolution 
of all doubts, concerning the man- 
ner how to underſtand, do, and exe- 
cute the things contained in this 
Book; the parties that ſo douht, or 

y take any thing, ſhall al way 
reſort to the Biſhop of the Dioceſe, 
who by his diſcretion ſhall take or- 
der for the quieting and appeaſing 
of the ſame ;z ſo that the ſame order 
be not contrary to any thing con- 
tained in this Book. And if the Bi- 
ſhop of the Dioceſe be in doubt, 
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then he may ſend for thereſol 
to the Archbiſhop. r 
ough it be appointed,

Of Ceremonies, why ſome be 


F ſuch Ceremonies as be uſed in 

the Church and have had their 
beginning by the inſtitution of man, 
ſome at the firſt were of godly in- 
tent and purpoſe deviſed, and yet at 
length turned to vanity and ſuper- 
ſition: Some entered into the 


Church by undiſcreet Devotion, and 


ſuch zeal as was without know- 
ledge; and for becauſe they were 
winked at in the beginning, they 

rew daily to more and more A- 
buſes, which not only for their un- 

rofitableneſs, but alto becauſe they 
Love much blinded the people, and 
obſcured the Glory of God, are wor- 


thy to be cut away, and clean reject- 


ed: Other there be, which although 


they have been deviſed by man, yet 


it is-thought good to reſerve them 
fill, as well for a decent Order in 
the Church (for the which they were 
firſt deviſed) as becauſe they pertain 
to edification, whereunto all things 


done in the Church (as the nr” e 


teacheth) ought to be r 


\ 


aboliſted, and ſome retained. 


And although the keepin or 
omitting of a Ceremony, in itſelf 
conſidered, is but a ſmall thing; yet 
the wilful and contemptuous tranſ- 
greſſion and breaking of a common 
Order and Diſcipline, is no ſmall of- 
fence before God. Let all things be 
done among you, ſaith Saint Paul, in 
a ſeemly and due Order: The appoint- 
ment of which Order pertaineth not 


to private men; therefore no man 


ought to take in hand, nor preſume 
to appoint or alter any publick or 
common Order in Chriſt's Church 


except he be lawfully called and 


authoriſed thereunto. 


And whereas in this our time, the 


minds of men are ſo diverſe, that 
ſome think it a great matter of Con- 
ſciencetodepart from a piece of the 
leaſt of their Ceremonies, they be ſo 
addicted to their old cuſtoms : and 
again on the other fide, ſome be ſo 


new-fangled, that they would inno- 
vate all things, and ſo deſpiſe the . 
old, that nothing can like them, but 
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that is new : it was thought expe- 
dient, not ſo much to have reſpe 
how to pleafe; and ſatisfy either of 
theſe parties, as how to pleaſe God, 
and profit them both. And yet leſt 
any man ſhould be offended, whom 
good reaſon might ſatisfy, here be 
certain cauſes rendered, why ſome 
of the accuſtomed Ceremonies be 
put away, and ſome retained and 
kept fill. 
ome are pnt away, becauſe the 
eat exceſs and multitude of them 
fach ſo increaſed in theſe latter day s, 
that the burden of them was into- 
lerable; whereof Saint Auguſtine in 
his time complained, that they were 
grown to ſuch a number, that the 
eſtate of Chriſtian people was in 
worſe caſe concerning that matter, 
than were the Jews. And he coun- 
ſelled that ſuch yoke and burden 
ſhould be taken away, as time 
would ſerve quietly to do it, But 
what would Saint Auguſtine have 
ſaid, if he had ſeen the Ceremonies 
of late days uſed among us: where- 
unto the multitude uſed in his time 
was not to be compared? This our 
exceſſive multitude of Ceremonies 
was ſo great, and many of them ſo 
dark; that they did more confound 
and darken, than declare and ſet 
forth Chriſt's benefits unto us. And 
beſides this, Chrift's Goſpel is not 
a Ceremonial Law, [as much of 
Moſer! Law was) but it is a Religi- 
on to ſerve God, not in bondage of 
the figure or ſhadow, but in the 
freedom of the Spirit; being con- 
tent only with thoſe Ceremonies, 
which do ſerve to a decent Order 
and godly Diſcipline, and ſuch as be 
apt to ſtir up the dull mind of man, 
to the remembrance of his duty to 


God, by ſome notable and ſpecial 


1 whereby he might be 
edified, Furthermore, the moſt 
weighty cauſe of the aboliſhment 
of certain Ceremonies was, That 
they were ſo far abuſed, partly by 
the ſuperſtitious blindneſs of the 
rude and unlearned, and partly by 
the inſatiable avarice of ſuch as 


ſought more their own lucre, than 
the Glory of God, that the abuſes 
could not well be taken away, the 
thing remaining ſtill, | 5 

But now as concerning thoſe Per» 


ſons, which peradventure will be 
offended, for that ſome of the old 


Ceremonies are retained {till : If 


they confider that without ſome Ce- 
remonies it is not poſſible to keep 
any Order, or quiet Diſcipline in the 
Church, they mall eafily perceive 
juſt cauſe to reform their judge- 
ments. And if they think much 

that any of the old do remain, an 

would rather have all deviſed a- 
new then ſuch men granting ſome 
Ceremonies convenient to be had 

ſurely where the old may be well 
uſed, there they cannot reaſonably 


reprove the old only for their age, 


without bewraying of-their own 
folly. For in ſuch a caſe they ought 
rather to have reverence unto them 
for their Antiquity, if they will de- 
clare themſelves tobe more ſtudious 
of Unity and Concord, than of Inno- 
vations and Newfanglenefs, which 
(as much as may be with true ſet- 
ting forth of Chriſt's Religion) is al- 
ways to be eſchewed. Furthermore, 


ſuch ſhall have no juſt cauſe with 


the Ceremonies reſerved to be of- 
fended, For as thoſe be taken away 
which were moſt abuſed, and did 
burden men's Conſciences without 
any cauſe ; ſo the other that remain, 
are retained for a Diſcipline and Or- 
der, which (upon juſt Cauſes) may 
be altered and changed, and there- 
fore are not to be eſteemed equal 
with God's law, And moreover, 
they be neither dark nor dumb Ce- 
remonies, but are ſo ſet forth, that 


every man may underſtand what 


they do mean, and to what uſe they 
do ſerve. So that it. is not like that 
they in time to come ſhould be 
abuſed as others have been. And in 
theſe our doings we condemn no o- 
ther Nations, nor preſcribe any thing 
but to our own people only: For 


we think it convenient, that every 


Country ſhould uſeſuch Ceremonies 
as they ſhall think beſt to the ſetting 
forth of God's Honour and Glory, 


and to the reducing of the people 


to a moſt perfect and godly living 

without Error or Superſtition ; and 
that they ſhould put away other 
things, which from time to time they 
perceive to be moſt abuſed, as in 
men's Ordinances it often chanceth 
diverfly in divers Countries,

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The Order how the Pſalter is appointed fo be read.

child; GT when ye have — 


him, bring me word again, that 
I may come and worſhip him 
alſo. When they had heard 
the king, they departed ; and, 
lo, the ftar, which they ſaw in 
the eaſt, went before them, till 
it came and ſtood over where 
the young child was. When 
they ſaw the ſtar, they rejoiced 
with exceeding great joy. And 
when they were come into the 
houſe, they ſaw the young child 
with Mary his mother, and fell 
down and worſhipped him: and 
when they had opened their 
treaſures, they preſented unto 
him gifts; gold, and frankin- 
cenſe, and myrrh. And being, 
warned of God in a dream, that 
they ſhould not return to Herod, 


they departed into their own

But 
he who was of the bond-woman 
was born after the fleſh; but he 
of the free-woman was by pro- 
miſe. Which things are an 

allegory : for theſe are the two 
covenants; the one from the 
mount Sinai, which gendereth 
to. bondage, which is Agar. 
For this Agar is mount Sinai in 
Arabia, and anſwereth to Jeru- 
ſalem which now is, and is in 
bondage with her children. 
But Jeruſalem which is above is 
free, which is the mother of us 
all. For it is written, Rejoice, 
thou barren that beareſt not; 
break forth and cry, thou that 


travaileſt not: for the deſolate 


hath many more children than 


ſhe which hath an huſband. 


Now we, brethren, as Ifaac 
was, are the children of pro- 
miſe. But as then he that was 
born after the fleſh, perſecuted 
him that was born after the ſpi- 
Tit, even ſo it is. now. Never- 
theleſs what ſaith the Scripture ? 


Caſt out the bond-woman and

Now there was much 
graſs 1n the place. So the men 
ſat down, in number about hve 
thouſand, And Jeſus took the 
loaves; and when he had given 


thanks, he diſtributed to the 


diſciples, and the diſciples to 
them that were ſet down; and 
likewiſe of the fiſhes, as much as 
they would. When they were 
filled, he ſaid unto his diſciples, 


Gather up the fragments that 
remain, that nothing be loft 


There- 
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kets with thefragmentsof the five 
barley loaves, Which remained 
over and above unto them that 
had eaten. Then thoſe men, 


when they had ſeen the miracle 


that Jeſus did, faid, This is of a 
truth that prophet that ſhould 
come into the world.

they had bound him, they led 
him away, and delivered him 
to Pontius Pilate the governor, 
Then Judas, who had be- 
trayed him, when he ſaw that 
he was condemned, repented 
himſelf, and brought again 
the thirty pieces of filver to 
the ch.ef prieſts and elders, 
ſaying, I have ſinned, in that 
I have betrayed the innocent 
blood. And they faid, What

Lord appointed me. And Je- 
ſus ſtood before the governor: 
and the governor aſked him, 
ſaying, Art thou the King of 
the Jews? And Jeſus ſaid unto 
him, Thou ſayeſt. And when 
he was accuſed of the chief 
prieſts and elders, he anſwered 
nothing. Then ſaid Pilate 
unto him, Heareſt thou not 
how many things they witneſs 
againſt thee? And he anſwered 
him to never a word; inſo- 
much that the governor mar- 
velled greatly. Now at that 
feaſt the governor was wont 
to releaſe unto the people a 
priſoner, whom they would. 
And they had then a nota- 
ble priſoner, called Barabbas. 
Therefore when they were 


gathered ks, ks Pilate ſaid 


unto them, Whom pill ye that 
I releaſe unto you? Barabbas, 
or Jeſus, which 1s called Chriſt? 
For he knew that for envy they 
had delivered him. When he 
was ſet down on the judgement 
ſeat, his wife ſent unto him, 
ſaying, Have thou nothing to 


— 
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do with that juſt man: for I 
have ſuffered many things this 
day in a dream becauſe of him, 


But the chief prieſts and elders 


perſuaded the multitude that 


they ſhould aſk Barabbas, and 


deſtroy Jeſus. The governor 
anſwered and ſaid unto them, 
Whether of the twain will ye 
that I releaſe unto you? They 
ſaid, Barabbas. 
unto them. What ſhall I do 
then with Jeſus, which is called 
Chriſt? They all ſay unto 
him, Let him be crucihed. 
And the governor ſaid, Why, 
what evil hath he done? Bur 
they cried out the more, 
ſaying, Let him be crucified. 
When Pilate ſaw that he could 
prevail nothing, but that ra- 
ther a tumult was made, he 
took water, and waſhed his 
hands before the multitude,

Then releaſed he Barabbas

And 
after that they had mocked 
him, they took the robe off 
from him, and . put his own 
raiment on him, and led him 
away to crucify him. And as 
they came out, they found a 
man of Cyrene, Simon by 
name: him they compelled to 
bear his croſs. And when they 
were come unto a place called 
Golgotha, that is to ſay, A 
place of a ſcull, they gave him 
vinegar to drink mingled with 
gall: and when he had taſted 
thereof, he would not drink. 
And they crucified him, and 
ed his garments, caſting 
ts: that it might be fulfilled, 
which was ſpoken by the pro- 
phet, They parted my gar- 


. ments 2 them, and upon 
1 


my veſture did they caſt lots, 
And fitting down, they watched 
him there; and ſet up over his 
head his accuſation written, 
THIS IS JESUS THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. 
'Then were there two thieves 
crucified with him, one on the 
right hand, and another on the 


left. And they that paſſed 
by reviled him, wagging their 


heads, and ſaying, Thou that 
deſtroyeſt the temple, and 
buildeſt it in three days, ſave 
thyſelf. If thou be the Son 
of God, come down from the 


croſs. Likewiſe alſo the chief 


rieſts mocking him, with the 
cribes and ach, ſaid, He 


ſaved others; himſelf he cannot 
ſave, If he be the King of Iſ- 
rael, let him now come down 
from the croſs, and we will be- 
lieve him. He truſted in God; 
let him deliver him now, if he 
will have him: for he ſaid, I 
am the Son of God. The 
thieves alſo, which were cruci- 
fied with him, caſt the ſame in 
his teeth. Now from the ſixth 


hour there was darkneſs over . 


all the land unto the ninth 


hour. And about the ninth 


hour Jeſus cried with a loud 
voice, ſaying, Eli, Eli, lama 
ſabachthani ? that is to ſay, My 
God, my God, why haſt thou 
forſaken me? Some of them that 
ſtood there, when they heard 
that, ſaid, This man calleth for 
Elias. And ſtraightway one of 
them ran, and took a ſpunge, 
and filled it with vinegar, and 
put it on a reed, and gave him 
to drink. The reſt taid, Let 
be, let us ſee whether Elias will 
come to ſave him. Jeſus, when 
he had cried again with a loud 
voice, yielded up the ghoſt. 
And, behold, the veil of the 
temple was rent in twain, from 
the top to the bottom; and the 
earth did quake, and the rocks 
rent; and the graves were open- 
ed; and many bodies of ſaints 
which ſlept aroſe, and came out 
of the graves after his reſurrec- 
tion, and went into the holy 
city, and appeared unto many. 
Now when the centurion, and 
they that were with him, watch-

and thoſe things that were done,

FTER two days was the 
feaſt of the paſſover, and 
of unleavened bread : and the 
chief prieſts and the ſcribes 
ſought how they might take 
him by craft, and put him to 


death. But they faid, Not on 


the feaſt day, leſt there be an 
uproar of the people. And 
being in Bethany in the houſe 
of Simon the leper, as he fat 
at meat, there came a woman 
having an Alabaſter box of 

ointment of ſpikenard very 
precious; and ſhe brake the 

x, and poured it on his head. 
And there were ſome that had 
indignation within themſelves, 
and ſaid, Why was this waſte 
of the ointment made? for it 
might have been ſold for more 
than three hundred pence, and 
baue been given to the poor. 


And they murmured againſt 
her. And jeſus faid, Let her 
alone: why trouble ye her? ſhe 
hath wrought a good work on 
me. For ye have the poor 
with you always, and whenſo- 
ever ye will ye may do them 
good: but me 
ways. She hat 


to anoint my body to the bu- 
ry ing. Verily I ſay unto you, 
hereſoever this 
be preached throughout the 
whole world, this alſo that ſhe 
hath done ſhall be ſpoken of 
for a memorial of her. And 
Judas Iſcariot, one of the 
twelve, went unto the chief 
prieſts, to betray him unto 
them. And when they heard 
it, they were glad, and pro- 
miſed to give him money. 
And he ſought how he might 
conveniently*betray him. And 
the firlt day of unleavened 
bread, when they killed the 
over, his diſciples ſaid unto 
im, Where wilt thou, that we 
go and prepare, that thou may- 
eſt eat the paſſover? And he 
ſendeth forth two of his diſci- 
ples, and faith unto them, Go 
ye into the city, and there 
ſhall meet you a man bearin 
a pitcher of water: follow him. 
And whereſoever he ſhall go 


in, ſay ye to the uf of 
aſter ſaith, 
Where is the gueſt-chamber, 


the houſe, The 


where I ſhall eat the paſſover 


with my diſciples? And he 
will ſhew -you a large upper 
room furniſhed and prepared: 

| there 


e have not al- 
done what ſhe - 
could: ſhe is come aforehand 


oſpel ſhall 
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found as he had ſaid unto 
them: and they made ready 


the paſſover. Arid in the even- 


ing he cometh with the twelve. 
And as they fat, and did eat, 
Jeſus faid, Verily I ſay unto 
you, One of you, which eateth 
with me, ſhall betray me, And 
they an to be ſorrowful, 
and to fay unto him one by 
one, Is it I? and another ſaid, 
Is it 1? And he anſwered and 
ſaid unto them, It is one of 
the twelve, that- dippeth with 
me in the diſh. The Son of 
man indeed goeth, as it is 
written of him: but woe to 


that man, by whom the Son of 


man is betrayed! good were it 
for that man, if he had never 
been born. And as they did 
eat, Jeſus took bread, and 
bleſſed, and brake it, and gave 
to them, and faid, Take, eat : 
this is my body. And he took 


the cup, and when he had 


given thanks, he wb? it to 
them: and they all drank of it. 
And he ſaid unto them, This 


is my blood of the new teſta- 


ment, Which is ſhed for many. 
Verily I ſay unto you, I will 
drink no more of the fruit of 
the vine, until that day, that I 
drink it new in the kingdom 
of God. And when they had 
ſung an hymn, they went out 
into the mount of Olives. And 
Jeſus ſaid unto them, All ye 
ſhall be offended becauſe of 
me this night: for it is written, 
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there make ready for us. 
And his diſciples went forth, 
and came into the city, and 


the ſheep ſhall be ſcattered. 
But after that J am riſen, I will 
go before yow into Galilee. 
ut Peter ſaid unto him, Al 
though all ſhall be offended, 
yet will not I. And Jeſus faith 
unto him, Verily I fay unto 
thee, That this day, even in 
this night, before the cock 
crow twice, thou ſhalt deny 
me thrice. But he ſpake the 
more vehemently, if I ſhould 
die with thee, I will not den 
thee in any wife, Likewiſe 
alſo ſaid they all. And they 
came to a place which was 
named Gethſemane: and he 
ſaith to his diſciples, Sit ye 
here, while I ſhall pray. And 
he taketh with him Peter and 
James and John, and began 
to be fore amazed, and to be 
very heavy; and faith unto 
them, My ſoul is exceeding 
ſorrowful unto death: tarry 
ve here, and watch. And he 
went forward a little, and fell 
on the ground, and prayed 
that, if it were poſſible, the 
hour might paſs from him, 
And he ſaid, Abba, Father, all 
things are poſlible unto thee; 
take away this cup from me: 
nevertheleſs not what I will; 
but what thou wilt. And he 
cometh, and findeth them fleep- 
ing, and faith unto Peter, 
Simon, ſleepeſt thou? couldeſt 
not thou watch one hour? 


Watch ye and pray, leſt ye 
enter into temptation. - The 
ſpirit truly is ready, but the 
fleſh is weak. And again he 
went away, and prayed, and 
ſpake the ſame; words, _ 

| when 
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when he returned, he found 
them aſleep again: for their 
eyes were heavy: neither wilt 
they what to anfwer him. 
And he cometh the third time, 
and faith unto them, Sleep on 
now, and take your reſt: it is 
enough: the hour is come: 
behold, the Son of man is be- 
trayed into the hands of ſin- 
ners. Riſe up, let us go: lo, 
he that betrayeth me 1s at 
hand. And immediately, while 
he yet ſpake, cometh Judas, 
one of the twelve, and with 
him a great multitude with 
ſwords and ſtaves, from the 
chief prieſts and the ſcribes 
and the elders. And he that 
betrayed him had given them 
a token, ſaying, Whomſoever 
J all kiſs, that fame is he: 
take him, and lead him away 
ſafely. And as ſoon as he was 
come, he goeth ſtraightway to 
him, and ſaith, Maſter, maſter! 
and kiſſed him. And they 
laid their hands on him, and 
took him. And one of them, 
that ſtood by, drew a ſword, 
and ſmote a ſervant of the high 
prieſt, and cut off his ear, 
And Jeſus anſwered and ſaid 
unto them, Are ye come out, 
as againſt a thief, with ſwords 
and with ſtaves to take me? I 
was daily with you in the 
temple. teaching, and ye took 
me not: but the Scriptures muſt 
be fulfilled. And they all for- 
ſook him, and fled. And there 
followed him a certain young 
man, having a linen cloth ca 

about his — 5 body; and the 
young men laid hold on him; 


and he left the linen cloth, 


and fled from them naked. 
And they led Jeſus away to 


the high prieſt; and with him 


were aſſembled all the chief 
rieſts and the. elders and the 


cribes, And Peter followed 


him afar off, even into the 
2 of the high prieſt: and 

ſat with the ſervants, and 
warmed himſelf at the fire. 
And the chief prieſts and all 


the council ſought, for witneſs 
againſt jeſus to put him to 
death; and found none. For 


many bare falſe witneſs againſt 
him; but their witneſs agreed 
not together. And there aroſe 
certain, and bare falſe witneſs 
againſt him, ſaying, We heard 
him fay, I will deſtroy this 
temple that is made with hands, 


and within three days I will 


build another made without 
hands. But neither ſo did their 
witneſs agree together. And 
the high prieſt ſtood up in the 
midſt, and aſked Jeſus, ſaying, 


Anſwereſt thou nothing? what 


is 1t which theſe witneſs againſt 
thee? But he held his peace, 
and anſwered nothing. Again 
the high prieſt aſked him, and 
ſaid unto him, Art thou the 


Chriſt, the Son of the Bleſſed ? 
And Jeſus ſaid, I am; and ye 


ſhall ſee the Son of man ſitting 
on the right hand of power, 
and coming in the clouds of 
heaven. Then the high prieſt 
rent his clothes, "I ſaith, 


What need we any further 
witneſſes? ye have heard the 
blaſphemy : what think ye? 
And they alt condemned him 

to 
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to be guilty of death. And 
ſome began to ſpit on him, 
and to cover his face, and to 
buffet him, and to ſay unto 
him, Propheſy. And the ſervants 
did firike him with the palms 
of their hands. And as Peter 
was beneath in the palace, there 


cometh one of the maids of the 


high prieſt: and when ſhe ſaw 
Peter warming himſelf, ſhe 
looked upon him, and ſaid, 
And thou alſo waſt with Jefus 
of Nazareth. But he denied, 
ſaying, I know not, neither 
underſtand 1 what thou ſayeſt. 
And he went out into the 
porch; and the cock crew. 
And a maid ſaw him again, and 
began to ſay to them that ſtood 
by, This 1s one of them, And 
he denied it again. And a lit- 
tle after, they that ſtood by ſaid 
again to Peter, Surely thou art 
one of them; for 'thou art a 
Galilean, and thy ' ſpeech 
agreeth thereto, But he began 
to curſe and to ſwear, ſaying, 
I know not this man, of whom 
ye ſpeak. And the ſecond time 
the cock crew. And Peter 
called to mind the word that 
Jeſus ſaid unto him, Before the 
cock crow twice, thou ſhalt 
deny me thrice. And when he 
thought thereon, he wept.

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THE EPISTLE., HEBR. ix. 16. 
HERE a teſtament is, 
there muſt alſo of ne- 
ceflity be the death of the 
teſtator. For a teſtament 1s 
of force after men are dead: 
otherwiſe it is of no ſtrength 
at all whilſt the teſtator liveth. 
Whereupon neither the firſt 
teſtament was dedicated with- 
out blood. For when Moſes 
had ſpoken every precept to 
all the people according to 
the law, he took the blood of 
calves and of goats, with water, 
and ſcarlet wool, and hyſſop, 
and ſprinkled both the book 
and all the people, ſaying, 
This is the blood of the teſta- 
ment, which God hath enjoined 
unto you. Moreover he ſprink- 
led likewiſe with blood both 
the tabernacle, and all the 
veſſels of the miniſtry. -, And 
almoſt all things are by the 
law purged with blood; and 
without ſhedding. of blood 1s 
no remiſſion. It was therefore 
neceſſary, that the patterns of 
things in the, heavens ſhould 
be purified with theſe; but 
the heavenly things themſelves 
with better ſacrifices than theſe. 
For Chriſt is not entered into 
the holy place made with 
hands, which are the figures 
of the true; but into heaven 
itſelf, now to appear in the 
preſence of God for us: nor 
yet that he ſhopld offer himſelf 


often, as the high prieſt enter. 
eth into the holy place every 
year 
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year wich blood of others; for 
then muſt he often have ſuffered 
ſmce the foundation of the 
world: but now onee in the 
end of the world hath he a - 
red to put _ by t 
rifice of himſe And as 
it is appointed unto men once 
to die, but after this the juuge · 
ment; ſo Chriſt was once r 
fered to bear the ſins of _ 
and unto them that look 
him ſhalt he appear the ſecond 
time without ſin unto ſalvation, 
THE GOSPEL, s.

Likewiſe alſo the cup after 
ſupper, faying, This cup is the 
new teſtament in my blood, 
But 
behold, the hand of him; that 
betrayeth me, is with me on 
the table. And truly the Son 
of man goeth, as it was deter- 
mined ; 1. woe unto that man,

was that ſhould do this thing. 
And there was alſo a firife 
among them, which of them 
ſhould be accounted the great- 
eſt. And he ſaid unto them,

And while he yet ſpake, be- 
hold a multitude, and he that 
was called Judas, one of the 
twelve, went before them, and 
drew near unto Jeſus to kiſs 
him, But Jeſus ſaid unto him, 
Judas, betrayeſt thou the Son 
of man with a kiſs? When 
they who were about him 
faw what would follow, they 
faid unto him, Lord, ſhall we 
ſmite with the ſword?

And immediately, 
while he yet ſpake, the cock 
crew. And the Lord turned, 
and looked upon Peter. And 
Peter remembered the word of 
the Lord, how he had ſaid unto 
him, Before the cock crow, thou 
ſhalt deny me thrice. And Pe- 
ter went out, arid wept bitterly, 
And the men that held Jeſus 
mocked him, and ſmote him. 


And when they had blindfolded 


him, they ſtruck bim on the 
face, and aſked him, ſaying, 
Propheſy, who is it that ſmote 
thee? And many other things 
blaſphemouſy ſpake they 
againſt him. And as ſoon as it 
as day, the elders of the 2 
ple and the chief prieſts and the 
ſcribes came together, and led 
him into their council, ſaying, 
Art thou the Chriſt? tell us.

Thurſday before Easter. 
THE EPISTLE, 1 COR. xi. I7. 
N this that I declare unto . 
you I praiſe you not, that ye 
come together not for the bet- 
ter, but for the worſe. For firſt 
of all, when ye come together 
in the church, I hear that there 
be diviſions among you; and 1 
partly believe it. For there 
muſt be alſo hereſies among 
vou, that they who are ap- 
proved may be made manifeſt 
among you. When ye come 
together therefore into one 
place, this is not to eat the 
Lord's ſupper. For in eating 
every one taketh before other 
his oun ſupper: and one is 
hungry, and another 13 drunken. 
What? have ye not houſes to 
eat and to drink in? or deſpiſe 
ye the church of God, and 
ſhame them that have not? 
What ſhall I ſay to you? ſhall I 
praiſe you in this? I praiſe 2 
not. For I have received of 
the Lord that which alſo I deli- 
vered unto you, That the Lord 
Jeſus the ſame night in which 
he was betrayed took bread : 
and when he had given thanks, 
he brake it, and ſaid, Take, 
eat: this is my body, which is 
broken for you: this do in re- 
membrance of me. After the 
ſame manner alſo he took the 
cup, when he had ſupped, fay- 
ing, This cup is the new teſta- 
ment in my blood: this do ye, 
as oft as ye drink it, in remem- 
brance of me. For as often 
as ye eat this bread, and drink 
this cup, ye do ſnew the Lord's 


the people, I 
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death till he come. Where 


fore whoſoever ſhall eat this 


bread, and drink this cup af 
the Lord, unworthily, ſhall be 
guilty of the body and blood of 
the Lord. But let a man exa- 
mine himſelf, and lo let him cat 
of that bread, and drink of that 
cup, For he that eateth and 
drinketh unworthily, eateth and 
drinketh damnation to himſelf, 


not diſcerning the Lord's body. 


For this cauſe many are weak 
and fickly among you, and 
many fleep. For if we would 
judge ourſelves, we ſhould not 
be judged. But when we are 
judged, we are chaſtened of the 
Lord, that we ſhould not be 
condemned with the world. 
Wherefore, my brethren, when 
ye come together to eat, tarry 
one for another. And if any 
man hunger, let him eat at 
home; that ye come not toge- 
ther unto condemnation. And 
the reſt will I ſet in order when 
I come. |

Then he queſtioned with him 


in many words; but he an- 
ſwered him nothing. And the 
chief prieſts and ſcribes ſtood 
and vehemently accuſed him.

And they cried out all 
at once, ſaying, Away with 
this man, and releaſe unto us 
Barabbas : (who for a certain 
ſedition made in the city, and 
for murder, was caſt into pri- 
ſon.) Pilate therefore, willing 
to releaſe Jeſus, ſpake again to 
them. But they cried, 
Crucify him, crucify him. 
third time, Why, what evil 
hath he done? I have found 
no cauſe of death in him: I 
will therefore chaſtiſe 'him, 
and let him go. And. they 
were inſtant with loud yoices, 
2 that he might be 
crucified; and the voices of 
them and of the- chief prieſts 
prevailed. And Pilate gave 
ſentence that it ſhould. be as 
they required. And he releaſed 
unto them him, that for ſedition 
and murder was caſt. into pri- 
ſon, whom they had deſired;

THF EPISTL?, HEBR. x. 1. 

HE law having a ſhadow 
T of good things to come, 
and not the very image of the 
things, can never with thoſe 
facrifices which they offered 
year by year continually, make 
the comers thereunto perfect. 


For then would they not have 


ceaſed to be offered ? becauſe 
that the worſhippers once purg- 
ed ſhould have had no more 
conſcience of fins. But in thoſe 
ſacrifices there is a remem- 


brance again made of fins every 


year. For it is not poſſible that 
the blood of bulls and of goats 
ſhould take away fins - Where- 
fore when he cometh into rhe 
world, he ſaith, Sacrifice and 
offering thou wouldeſt not, but 
a body haſt thou prepared me : 


In burnt offerings and facri- | 


fnces for fin thou haſt had no 
pleaſure. ' Then ſaid I, Io, I 
come (in the volume of the 


book it 1s written of me) to 


do thy will, O God. Above 


when he ſaid, Sacrifice and 


offering and burnt offerings 
and offering for fin thou 
wouldeſt not, neither hadſt 
pleaſure thereinz which, are 


offered by the law; Then ſaid 


he, Lo, I come to do thy will, 
O God. He taketh away the 
firſt, that he may eſtabliſh the 
ſecond, By the which will 
we are ſanctified through the 
offering of the body of Jeſus 


Chriſt once for all. And every 


prieſt ſtandeth daily miniſter- 
ing and offering oftentimes the 
ſame ſacrifices, which can —_— 

| e 
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take away ſins: but this man, 
after he had offered one ſacri - 
fice for fins, for ever fat down 
on the right hand of God; 
from henceforth expecting till 
his enemies be made his foot- 
ftool. For by one offering he 
hath perfected for ever 3 
that are ſanctified. Whereof 
the Holy Ghoſt alſo is a wit- 
neſs to us. For after that he 
had ſaid before, This is the 
covenant that I will make with 
them after thoſe days, faith the 
Lord, I will put my laws into 
their hearts, and in their minds 
will I write them; and their 
fins and iniquities will I re- 
member no more. Now where 
remiſſion of theſe is, there is 
no more offering for fin, Hav- 
ng therefore, brethren, bold- 
neſs to enter into the holieſt 
by the blood of Jeſus, by a 
new and living way, which 
he hath conſecrated for us, 
through the veil, that is to ſay, 
his fleſh; and having an high 
prieſt over the houſe of God; 
let us draw near with a true 
heart, in full aſſurance of faith, 
having our hearts ſprinkled 
from an evil conſcience, and 


- - our bodies waſhed with pure 


water, Let us hold faſt the 
profeſſion of our faith without 
wavering ; for he is faithful 
that promiſed : and let us con- 
ſider one another to provoke 
unto love, and to good works : 
not forſaking the aſſembling 
of ourſelves together, as the 
manner of ſome is; but exho 


ing one another: and ſo much

art thou? But Jefus gave him 
no anſwer. Then ſaith Pilate 
unto him, Speakeſt thou not 
unto me? Knoweſt thou not, 


that I have power to crucif 
thee, and have power to releaſe 


thee? Jeſus anſwered, Thou 
couldeſt have nip power at all

againſt me, except it were 
given thee from above: there- 


fore he that delivered me unto 


thee hath the greater fin. And 
from thenceforth Pilate ſought 


to releaſe him: but the Jews 
cried out, ſaying, If thou let 
this man go, thou art not Ce- 
Gare friend : 'whoſoever maketh 
himſelf a king ſpeaketh againſt 
Ceſar. When Pilate therefore 
heard that ſaying, he brought 
Jeſus forth, and ſat down in 
the Judgement-ſeat, in a place 
that is called the Pavement, 
but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. 
And it was the preparation of 
the paſſover, and about the 


* Fixth hour: and he faith unto 


the Jews, Behold your King! 
But they cried out, Away with 
him, away with him, crucity 
him; Pilate faith unto them, 
Shall J crucify your King? 
The chief piiefts anſwered, 
We have no king but Ceſar, 
Then delivered he him there- 
fore umo them to be crucified, 
And they teok Jeſus, and led 
him away. And he bearing 
his croſs went forth into a 
place called the place of a 
ſkull, which is called in the 
Hebrew, Golgotha: where they 
cruciged him, and two other 


with him, on either fide one, 
and Jeſus in the midſt. And 


Pilate wrote a title, and put 
it on the crols. And the 
writing was JESUS OF NA- 
ZARETH THE KING OF 
THE JEWS. This title then 
read many of the Jews : for the 
place where Jeſus was Crucified 


was nigh to the city: and it 
was written in Hebrew, and 
Greek, and Latin. Then faid 
the chief prieſts of the Jews to 
Pilate, Write not, The Kin 

of the Jews ; but that he ſaid, 
Jam the King of the Jews, Pi- 
late anſwered, What I have 
written, I have written. Then 
the ſoldiers, when they had 
crucified Jeſus, took his gar- 
ments, and-made four parts, to 
every ſoldier a part: and alſo 


his coat: now. the coat was 


without ſeam, woven from the 
top throughout. They ſaid 
therefore among themſelves, 
Let us not rend it, but caſt 
lots for it, whoſe it ſhall be: 
that the Scripture might be 
fulfilled, which faith, They 
parted my. raiment among 
them, and for my veſture they 
did caſt lots, Theſe things 
therefore the ſoldiers did. 
Now there ſtood by the croſs 


of Jeſus his mother, and his 


mother's ſiſter, Mary the wife 
of Cleophas, and Mary Mag- 
dalene. When Jeſus therefore 
ſaw his mother, and the diſci- 
ple ſtanding by whom he 
loved, he ſaith unto. his mother, 
Woman, behold thy ſon ! Then 
ſaith he to the diſciple, Behold 
thy mother! And from that 
hour that diſciple took per 
unto his own home. After 
this, Jeſus knowing that all 
things were now accompliſhed, 
that the Fcripture might be 
fulflled ſaith, I thirſt,” Now 
there was a- ſet veſlel full of 


vinegar: aud they filled a 


ſpunge

ſpunge with vinegar, and put it 
9 . * oe it 8 his 
mouth. hen Jeſus therefore 
had received the vinegar, he 
ſaid, It is finiſhed: and he bow- 
ed his head, and gave up the 
ghoſt. The Jews therefore, be- 
cauſe it was the preparation, 
that the bodies ſhould not re- 
main upon the croſs on the ſab- 
bath day, (for that ſabbath day 
was an high day) beſouglit Pi- 
late that their legs might be 
broken and that they might be 
taken away. 'Then came the 
ſoldiers, and brake the legs of 
the firſt, and of the other which 
was crucified with him. But 
when they came to Jeſus, and 
ſaw that he was dead already, 
they brake not his legs: but one 
of the ſoldiers with a ſpear 
pierced his fide, and forthwith 
came thereout blood and water. 
And he that ſaw it bare record, 
and his record is true: and he 


knoweth that he ſaith true, that 


ye might believe. For theſe 
things weredone,that the Scrip- 
ture ſhould he fulfilled, A bone 


of him ſhall not be broken. 
And again another Scripture 


ſaith, They ſhall look on him 


whom they pierced.

Ought not Chriſt 
to have ſuffered theſe things, 
and to enter into his glory? 
And beginning at Moſes and all 
the prophets, he expounded un- 


to them in all the Scriptures the . 


things concerning himſelf. And 
they drew nigh unto the village, 
whither they went: and he made 
as though he would have gone 
further. But they conſtrained 
him, faying, Abide with us: for 
it 1s toward evening, and the 
day 1s far ſpent, And he went 
in to tarry with them. And it 
came to pals, as he fat at meat 
with them, he took bread, and 
bleſſed it, and brake, and gave 
to tnem. And their eyes were 
opened, and they knew him; 
and he vaniſhed out of their 
ſight, And they ſaid one to 
another, Did not our heart burn 
within us, while he talked with 
us by the way, and while he 
opened to us the Scriptures ?

T7 HATSOEVER is born 
of God overcometh the

This 1s he 
that came by water and blood, 
even Jeſus Chriſt ; not by water 
only, but by water and blood.

and did all drink the ſame 
ſpiritual drink : for they drank 
of that ſpiritual Rock that 
tollowed them : and that'Rock 
was Chriſt, But with many of 
them God was not well pleaſed:

Now theſe 
things were our examples; to 
the intent we ſhould not luſt 
after evil things, as they alſo 
luſted, Neither be ye idola- 
ters, as were ſome of them; 
as 1t 15 written, The people 
ſat down to eat and drink, 
and roſe up to play. Neither 
let us commit fornication, as 
ſome of them committed, and 
fell in one day three and twenty 
thouſand, Neither let us tempt 
Chriſt, as ſome of them alſo 
tempted, and were deſtroyed of 
ſerpents. Neither murmur ye, 
as ſome of them alſo murmured, 
and were deſtroyed of the de- 
ſtroyer. Now all theſe things 
happened unto them for enſam- 
ples: and they are written for 
our admonition, upon whom 
the ends of the world are come. 
Wherefore let him that thinketh 
he» ſtandeth take heed left he 
fall. There hath no temptation 
taken you, but ſuch as is com- 
mon to man: but God is 
faithful, who will not ſuffer 
you to be tempted above that 
ye are able; but will with the 
temptation alſo make a way to 
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eſcape, that ye may be able to 


bear 1t. 


THE GOSPEL. S.LUKE xvi. 1. 
ESUS ſaid unto his diſci- 


ples, There was a certain 
rich man, who had a ſteward ; 


and the ſame was acculed unto - 


him that he had waſted his 
goods. And he called him, 
and ſaid unto him, How is it, 
that- I hear this of thee?

So he called every one of lus 
lord's debtors unto him, and 
"ſaid unto the firſt, How much 
oweſt thou unto my lord? And 
he ſaid, An hundred meaſures 
of oil. And he ſaid unto him, 
Take thy bill, and fit down 


quickly, and write fifty. Then 


ſaid he to another, And how 
much oweſt thou? And he ſaid, 
An hundred meaſures of wheat.' 
And he ſaid unto him, Take 
thy bill, and write fourſcore. 
And the lord commended the 
unjuſt ſteward, becauſe he had 
done wiſely : for the children 
of this world are in their gene- 
ration wiſer than the children 
of light, And I fay unto you, 
Make to yourſelves friends of 
the mammon of unrighteouſneſs ; 


that, when ye fail, they may re-

vain. For I delivered unto you 
firſt of all that which I alſo re- 
ceived, how that Chriſt died 
for our fins according to the 
Scriptures; and that he was 
buried, and that he roſe again 
the third day according to the 
Scriptures; and that he was ſeen 
of Cephas, then of the twelve : 
after that, he was ſeen of above 
five hundred brethren at once ; 
of whom the greater part re- 
main unto this preſent; but 
ſome are fallen afleep. After 
that, he was ſeen of James; then 
of all the Apoſtles. And laſt 
of all he was ſeen of me alſo, as 


of one born out of due time. 


For I am the leaſt of the Apoſ- 


tles, that am not meet to be 


called an Apoſtle; becauſe I 
perſecuted the church of God. 


But by the grace of God I am 


what I am: and his grace which 


was beſtowed upon me was 


not in vain: but I laboured 
more abundantly than they all : 
yet

yet not I, but the grace of God 
which was with me. Therefore 
whether it were I, or they; ſo 
we preach, and ſo ye believed. 


THE GOSPEL, $.LUKE xviii. 9. 


1 ſpake this parable unto 
certain which truſted in 
themſelves that they were right- 
cous, and deſpiſed others: TW] 
men went up into the temple to 
pray; the one a Phariſee, and 
the other a publican. The 
Phariſee ſtood and prayed thus 
with himſelf, God, I thank 
thee, that I am not as other 
men are, extortioners, unjuſt, 
adulterers, or even as this pub- 
lican. I faſt twice in the week, 
I give tithes of all that I poſ- 
leb. And the publican, ſtand- 
ing afar off, would not lift up 
ſo much as his eyes unto hea- 
ven; but ſmote upon his breaſt, 
ſaying, God be merciful to me 
a ſinner, I tell you, this man 
went down to his houſe juſtified 
rather than the other: for every 
one that exalteth himſelf ſhall 
be abaſed; and he that humbleth 
himſelf ſhall be exalted.

glorious? For if the miniſtration 
of condemnation be glory, 
much more goth the miniſtra- 
tion of righteouſneſs exceed in 


glory,

13 US departing from the 
coaſts of Tyre and Sidon, 
came unto the ſea of Galilee, 

through the midſt of the coaſts 

of Decapolis. 
unto him one that was deaf,

And ſtraight- 
way his ears were opened, and 
the ſtring of his tongue was 
looſed, and he ſpake plain. 
And he charged them that they 
ſhould tell no man: but the 
more he charged them, ſo much 
the more a great deal they pub- 
liſhed it; and were beyond mea- 
fure aſtoniſhed, ſaying, He hath 
done all things well: he maketh 
both the deaf to hear, and the 
dumb to ſpeak,

For if 
the inheritance be of the law, 
it is no more of promiſe: but 
God gave it to Abraham by 
promiſe. Wherefore then ſerv- 
eth the Jaw? It was added be- 
cauſe of tranſgreſſions, till the 
ſeed ſhould come, to whom the 
promiſe was made: and it was 
ordained by angels in the hand 
of a mediator. Now a media- 
tor 1s not a mediator of one; 
but God 1s one, Is the law 
then againſt the | promiſes of 
God? God forbid. For if there 
had been a law given, which 
could have given life, verily 
righteouſneſs ſhould have been 
by the law. But the Scripture 
hath concluded all under fin, 
that the promiſe by faith of 
Jeſus Chriſt might be given to 
them that believe. |

LESSED are the eyes, 

which ſee the things that 
ye ſee: for I tell you, That 
many prophets and kings have 
deſired to ſee thoſe things 
which ye ſee, and have. not 
ſeen them; and to hear thoſe 
things which ye hear, and have 


not heard them. And, behold, 


a certain lawyer ſtood up, and 


tempted him, ſaying, Maſter, +

And Jeſus anſwer- 
ing ſaid, A certain man went 
down from Jeruſalem to Jeri- 
cho, and fell among thieves ; 
which firipped him of his rai- 
ment, and wounded him, and 
departed, leaving him half 
dead. And by chance there 


came down a certain Prieſt 


that way: and when he ſaw 
him, he paſſed by on the other 


ſide. And likewiſe a Levite, 


when he was at the place, 
came and looked on him, and 
paſſed by on the other ide. 
But a certain Samaritan, as he 
journeyed, came where he was: 
and when he ſaw him, he bad 
compaſſion on him, and went 
to him, and bound up bis 
wounds, pouring in oil and 
wine, and ſet him on his own 
beaſt, and brought him to an 
inn, and took care of him. 
And on the morrow when he 
departed, he took out two 
pence, and gave them to the 
hoſt, and ſaid unto him, Take 
care of him: and whatſoever 


thou ſpendeſt more, when 1 


come again, I will repay thee. 
Which now of theſe three, 
thinkeſt thou, was neighbour 
unto him that fell among the 
thieves? And he ſaid, He that 


ewed mercy on him. Then 


ſaid jeſus unto him, Go, and 
do thou likewiſe.

law. And they that are Chriſt's 
have crucified the fleſh with the 
affections and luſts.

Mammon. Therefore I fay 
unto you, Take no thought 
for your life, what ye ſhall eat, 
or what ye ſhall drink; nor 
yet for your body, what ye 
{hall put on: Is not the life 
more than meat, and the body 
than raiment? Behold the fowls 
of the air: for they ſow not, 
neither do they reap, nor ga- 
ther into barns; yet your 
heavenly Father feedeth them. 
Are ye not much berter than 
they? Which of you by taking 
thought can add one cubit 
unto his ſtature? And why 
take ye thought for raiment? 
Conſider the lilies of the field, 
how they grow; they toil not, 
neither do they ſpin: and yet 
I ſay unto you, That even 
Solomon in ail his glory was 
not arrayed like one of thele. 
Wherefore, if God ſo clothe 
the graſs of the field, which 
to day is, and to morrow is 
caſt into the oven, ſhall he not 
much more clothe you, O ye 
of little faith? 'Therefore take 
no thought, ſaying, What ſhall 
we eat? or, What ſhall we 
drink? or, Wherewithal ſhall we 
be clothed ? (for after all theſe 
things do the Gentiles ſeek :) 
for your heavenly Father know- 
eth that ye have need of all 
theſe things. But ſeek ye rf? 
the kingdom of God, and his 
righteouſneſs; and all theſe things 
ſhall be added unto you. Take 
therefore no thought for the 
morrow : for the morrow ſhall 
take thought for the things of 
itſelf.

Therefore they gathered them 
together, and filled twelve baſ- 
kets with the fragments of the 
five barley loaves, which remain- 
ed over and above unto them 
that had eaten. Then thoſe 
men, when they had ſeen the 
miracle that Jeſus did, ſaid, This

And if any of theſe be an open and notorious evil-liver, or have 
done any wrong to his neighbours by word or deed, fo that the Con- 
gregation be thereby offended; the Curate having knowledge thereof, 
ſhall call him and advertiſe him, that in any wiſe he preſume not 


to come to the Lord's Table, until he hath openly declared himſelf 


to have truly repented aud amended his former naughty life ; that 
the Congre gation may thereby be ſatisfied, which before were end- 
ed; and that he hath recompenſed the Parties, to whom he hath

The ſame order ſha'l the Curate uſe with thoſe, bettwixt whom he 
perceiveth malice and hatred to reign; not ſuſſering them to be par- 
takers of the Lord's Table, until he know them to be reconciled. 
And 7 of the Parties, ſo at variance, be content to forgive from 
the bottom of his heart all that the other hath treſpaſjed againſt 
him, and to make amends for that he himſelf hath offended ; and 
the other Party will not be perſuaded to a godly unity, but remain 
fell in his frowardueſs and malice: the Miniſter in that caſe ought 
to admit the penitent Perſon to the Holy Communion, and not him 
that is obſtinate. Provided that every Miniſter ſo repelling any, 
as is ſpecified in this or the next precedent Paragraph of this Ru- 
brick, Mall be obliged to give an account of the ſame to tie Ordi- 
nary within fourteen days after at the fartheſt.

Firſt the Banns of all that are to be married together, muſt be

PUBLISH the Banns of Mar-

If any of you know 
cauſe, or juſt impediment, why 
theſe two Perſons ſhould not be 
joined together in holy Matri- 
mony, ye are to declare it: This 
is the firſt, [/ econd, or third] 
time of aſking. 

And if the Perſons that are to 
be married, dwell in divers Pa- 
rihes, the Banns muſt be aſked in 
both Pariſhes; and the Curate of 
the one Pariſh ſhall not ſolemnixe 
Matrimony betwixt them, without 
a Certificate of the Banns bein 
thrice aſted from the Curate of 
the other Pariſh,

At the day and time appointed 
for Solemnization of Matrimony, 
the Perſons to be married ſhall 
come into the body of the Church 
wwith their Friends and Neighs 
bours : And there flanding toge- 
ther, the Man on the right hand, 
and the Woman on the left, the 
Prieſt fhall ſay, | 

EARLY beloved, we are 


gathered together here in 


the fight of God, and in the 
face of this congregation, to 
join together this Man and this 
Weman in holy Matrimony ; 
which is an honourable eſtate, 
inſtituted of God in the time 
of man's innocency, ſignifying 

f unto 
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unto us the myſtical union that is 
betwixt Chriſt and his Church : 
which holy eſtate Chriſt adorn- 
ed and beautified with his pre- 
ſence, and firit miracle that he 
wrought in Cana of Galilee; and 
15 commended of Saint Paul to 
be honourable among all men: 
and therefore 1s not by any to 
be enterpriſed, nor taken in 
hand unadviſedly, lightly, or 
wantonly, to ſatisfy men's car- 
nal luſts and appetites, like brute 
beaſts that have no underſtand- 
ing; but reverently, diſcreetly, 
adviſedly, ſoberly, and in the 
tear of God; duly conſidering 
the cauſes for which MMatrumony 
was ordained, 

Firſt, it was ordained for the 
procreation of children, to be 
brought up in the fear and nur— 
ture of the Lord, and to the 
praiſe of his holy Name. 


Secondly, it was ordained for 
a remedy againſt fin, and to 
avoid fornication; that ſuch per- 
ſons, as have not the gift of con- 
tinency, might marry, and keep 
themielves undefiled members of 
Chrilt's body. 

Thirdly, it was ordained for 
the mutual ſociety, help, and 
comfort, that the one ought to 
have of the other, both in proſ- 
perity and adverſity : 


Into which holy eſtate theſe 
two Perſons preſent come now 
to be joined. "Therefore if any 
man can ſhew any juſt cauſe, 
why they may not lawfully be 
Joined together, let him now 
ſpeak, or elſe hereafter for ever 
hold his peace. 


And alſo, ſpeaking unto the Per- 
fons that ſhall be married, he ſhall

] REQUIRE and charge you 
both (as ye will anſwer at

well aſſured, that ſo many as are

At awhich day of Marriage, if 
any man do alledge and declare 
any impediment, why they may not 
be coupled together in Matrimony 


by GS, Law, or the Laws of 


this Realm; and will be brund, 
and ſufficient ſureties with him, 
to the Parties; or elſe put in a 
Caution (to the full value of fuck 
charges as the Perſons to be mar- 
ried do thereby fujlain) to prove 
his allegation: then the Solemui- 
zation muſt be deferred, until ſuch 
time as the truth be tried.

AF ye that are married, 
or that intend to take the 
holy eſtate of Matrimony upon 
you, hear what the holy Scrip- 
ture doth ſay, as touching the 
duty of huſbands towards their 
wives, and wives towards their 
huſbands. 

St. Paul, in his Epiſtle to the 
Epheſians, the fifth Chapter, 
doth give this commandment 
to all married men; Huſbands, 
love your wives, even as Chriſt 
alſo loved the Church, and gave 
himſelf for it; that he might 
ſanctify and cleanſe it with the 
waſhing of water, by the Word; 
that he might preſent it to 
himſelt a glorious Church, not 
having ſpot, or wrinkle, or an 
ſuch thing ; but that it ſhould 
be holy, and without blemiſh. 


So ought men to love their 


wives as their own bodies, 
He that loveth his wife, loveth 
himſelf. For no man ever yet 
hated his own fleſh, but nou» 
riſheth and cheriſheth it, even 
as the Lord the Church: for 
we are members of his body, 
of his fleſh, and of his bones. 
For this cauſe ſhall a man leave 
his father and mother, and 
ſhall *be joined unto his wife, 
and they two ſhall be one fleſh. 
This is a great myſtery : but I 
ſpeak concerning Chriſt and 
the Church. Nevertheleſs, let 
every one of you in particular 
ſo love his wife even as him» 

ſelf. | 
Likewiſe the ſame St. Paul, 
writing to the Coloſſians, ſpeak- 
eth thus to all men that are 
married; Huſbands, love your 
wives, 
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wives, and be not bitter againſt 
them. 

Hear alſo what Saint Peter, 
the Apoſtle of Chriſt, who was 
himſelf a married man, faith 
unto them that are married; Ye 
huſbands, dwell with your wives 
according to knowledge; giving 
honour unto the wite, as unto 
the weaker veſſel, and as being 
heirs together of the grace of 
life; that your prayers be not 
hindered, | 

Hitherto ye have heard the 
duty of the huſband toward the 
wife. Now likewiſe, ye wives, 


hear and learn your duties to- 


ward your huſbands, even as it 
is plainly ſet forth in holy 
Scripture. 

Saint Paul, in the aforenamed 
Epiſtle to the Epheſians, teach- 
eth you thus; Wives, ſubmit 
yourſelves unto your own huſ— 
bands, as unto the Lord. For 
the huſband is the head of the 
wife, even as Chriſt is the head 
of the Church: and he is the 
Saviour of the body. 'There- 
fore as the Church is ſubject 


* unto Chriſt, ſo let the wives be 


to their on huſbands in every 
thing. And again he faith, Let 
the wife ſee that ſhe reverence 
her huſband, 


And in his Epiſtle to the 
Coloſſians, Saint Paul giveth 
you this ſhort leſſon; Wives, 
ſubmit yourſelves unto your own 
huſbands, as it 1s fit in. the 
Lord, 

Saint Peter alſo doth inſtruct 
you very well, thus ſaying; Ye 
wives, be in ſubjection to your 
own huſbands; that if any obey 
not the word, they alſo may 
without the word be won by 
the converſation of the waves ; 
while they behold your chaſte 
converſation coupled with fear, 
Whoſe adorning, let it not be 
that outward adorning of plait- 
ing the hair, and of wearing 
of gold, or of putting on of 
apparel ; but let it be the hid- 
den man of the heart, in that 
which is not corruptible, even 
the ornament of a meek and 
quiet ſpirit, which is in the 
ſight of God of great price. 
For after this manner 1n the old 
time the holy women alſo, who 
truſted in God, adorned them- 
ſelves, being in ſubjection unto 
their own huſbands; even as 


Sarah obeyed Abraham, calling 


him lord; whoſe daughters ye 


are as long as ye do well, and 
are not afraid with any amaze- 
ment, 


It is convenient, that te new married Perſons Should receive the

OW is Chriſt riſen from 

the dead, and become the 
firſt-fruits of them that ſlept, 
For ſince by man came death, 
by man came alſo the reſurrec- 
tion of the dead. For as in 
Adam all die, even ſo in Chriſt 
ſhall all be made alive. But 
every man in his own order: 
Chriſt the firſt-fruits ; afterward 
they that are Chriſt's at his 
coming. Then cometh the end, 
when he ſhall have delivered up 
the kingdom to God, even the 
Father; when he ſhall have put 
down all rule and all authority 
and power, For he muſt reign, 
till he hath put all enemies un- 
der his feet. The laſt encmy 
that ſhall be deſtroyed 1s death. 
For he hath put all things under 
his fect, But when he ſaith, All 
thus are put under him, it is 
mamifeſt that he is excepted, 
wläch did put all things under 
lim. And when all things ſhall 


be ſubdued unto him, then ſhall 
the Son alſo himſelf be ſubje& 
unto him that put all things 
under him, that God may beall 
in all. Elſe what ſhall they do 
whichare baptized for the dead, 
if the dead rife not at all? Why 
are they then baptized for the 
dead? and why ſtand we in jeo- 
pardy every hour? I 5 — by 
your rejoicing, which I have in 
Chriſt jeſus our Lord, I die 
daily. If after the manner of 
men I have fought with beaſts 
at Epheſus, what advantageth 
it me, if the dead riſe not? 
Let us eat and drink; fer to 
morrow we die. Be not de- 
ceived: evil communications 
corrupt good manners. Awake 
to righteouſneſs, and fin not; 
for ' have not the know- 
ledge of God: I ſpeak this to 
your ſhame. But ſome man. 
will ſay, How are the dead 
raiſed up? and with what body 
do they come? Thou fool, that 
which thou ſoweſt is not quick- 
ened, except it die: and that 
which thou ſoweſt, thou ſoweſt 
not that body that ſhall be, but 
bare grain, 1t may chance of 
wheat, or of ſome other grain: 
but God giveth it a body as 
it hath pleaſed him, and to 
every ſeed his own body. All 
fleſh is not the ſame fleſh; but 
there is one kind of fleſh of 
men, another fleſh of beaſts, 
another of fiſhes, and another 
of birds. There are alfo 
celeſtial bodies, and bodies 
tecreftrial; but the glory of the 
celcttial is one, and the glory 
of the terreſtrial is another. 

1 % There 
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There is one glory of the ſun, 


and another glory of the moon, 
and another glory of the ſtars: 
for one ſtar differeth from ano- 
ther ſtar in glory. So alſo is 
the reſurrection of the dead. It 
is ſown in corruption; it is raĩſ- 
ed in incorruption: it is ſown in 
diſhonour; it is raiſed in glory: 
it is ſown in weakneſs; it 15 raiſ- 


ed in power: it is ſown a natu- 


ral body; it is raiſed a ſpiritual 
body. There is a natural body, 
and there is a ſpiritual body. 
And fo it is written, The firſt 
man Adam was made a living 
ſoul, the laſt Adam was made a 
quickening ſpirit. How beit, that 
was not firſt which is ſpiritual, 
but that which is natural: and 
afterward that which is ſpiritual. 


The firſt man is of the earth, 


earthy: the ſecond man 1s the 
Lord from heaven. As is the 
earthy, ſuch are they ihat are 
earthy: and as 1s the heavenly, 
ſuch are they alſo that are hea- 
venly.

But if 
thou do that which 1s evil, be 
afraid ; for he beareth not the 
ſword in vain: for he is the mi- 
niſter of God, a revenger to 
execute wrath upon him that 
doeth evil. Wherefore ye muſt 
needs be ſubject, not only for 


wrath, but alſo for conſcience 


ſake. For, for this cauſe pay 
ye tribute alſo; for they are 
God's 


God's miniſters, attending con- 
tinually upon this very thing. 
Render therefore to all their 
dues: tribute to whom tribute is 
due; cuſtom to whom cuſtom; 
fear to whom fear; honour to 
whom honour.

HIS MAJESTY's DECLARATION. 


EING by God's ordinance, according to Our juſt Title, 
Defender of the Faith, and Supreme Governor of the Church, 
within theſe our Dominions, We hold it moſt agreeable to this Our 
Kingly Office, and Our own religious Zeal, to conſerve and main- 
tain the Church committed to our charge, in the Unity of true 
Religion, and in the Bond of Peace; and not to ſuffer anneceſ- 
ſary Diſputations, Altercations, or Queſtions to be raiſed, which 
may nouriſh Faction both in the Church and Commonwealth. 
We have therefore, upon mature deliberation, and with the 
advice of ſo many of Our Biſhops as might conveniently be 
called together, thought fit to make this Declaration following : 
That the Articles of the Church of England (which have been 
allowed and authoriſed heretofore, and which Our Clergy gene- 
rally have ſubſcribed unto) do contain the true Doctrine of the 
Church of England, agreeable to God's Word: Which We do 
therefore ratity and confirm; requiring all Our loving Subjects 
to continue in the uniform profeſſion thereof, and prohibiting 
the leaſt difference from the ſaid Articles; which to that end We 
command to be new printed, and this Our Declaration to be pub- 

liſhed therewith, | 
That We are Supreme Governor of the Church of England: 
And that if any difference ariſe, about the external policy con- 
cerning the Injun&ions, Canons, and other Conſtitutions whatſoever 
thereto belonging, the Clergy in their Convocation is to order 
and ſettle them, having firſt obtained leave under our Broad Seal 
io to do: and We approving their ſaid Ordinances and Conſtitu- 
tions; providing, that none be made contrary to the Laws and 
Cuſtoms of the Land.

That for the preſent, though ſome differences have been ill 
raifed, yet We take comfort 1n this, that all Clergymen within 
Our Realm have always moſt willingly ſubſcribed to the Articles 
eſtabliſhed; which is an argument to Us, that they all agree in 
the true, uſual, literal meaning of the ſaid Articles, and that even 
in thoſe curious points, in which the preſent differences lie, men 
of all ſorts take the Articles of the Church of England to be for 
FT them; which is an argument again, that none of them intend 
any Deſertion of the Articles eſtabliſhed. 1 
| | That therefore in theſe both curious and unhappy differences, 
1 which have for ſo many hundred years, in different times and 

places, exerciſed the Church of Chri/t; We will, that all further 

curious ſearch be laid afide, and theſe diſputes ſhut up in God's 
promiſes, as they be gencrally ſet forth to us in the holy Scrip- 
tures, and the general meaning of the Articles of the Church of 
England according to them: And that no man hereafter ſhall ei- 
ther print or preach, to draw the Article aſide any way, but ſhall 
ſubmit to it in the plain and full meaning thereof; and ſhall not 
put his own ſenſe or comment to be the meaning of the Article, 
but ſhall take it in the literal and grammatical ſenſe. 
That if any publick Reader in either of Our Univerſities, or

And We will ſee there ſhall be due Execution upon them,

I. Of Faith in the Holy Trinity. 


HERE is but one living 
and true God, everlaſting, 


. without body, parts, or paſſions; 


of infinite power, wiſdom, and 
goodneis; the Maker and Pre- 
ſer er of all things, both viſible 
and inviſible. And in unity of 
this Godhead there be three 
Perſons, of one ſubſtance, pow- 
er, and eternity: the Father, 
the Son, and the Holy Ghoſt.

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whereby man is very far gone

HRIST in the truth of our 

natu e, was made like unto 
us in all things, ſin only ex- 
cept; from which he was clear- 
ly void, both in his fleſh, and 
in his ſpirit. He came to be 
the Lamb without ſpot, who by 
ſacrifice of himſelf once made, 
ſhould take away the ſins of the 
world: and fin, as Saint 7%, 
faith, was not in him. But all 
we the reſt, 'although baptized, 
and born again in Chriſt, yet 
offend in many things; and if 
we ſay we have no fn, we de- 
ceive ourlelves, aud the truth is 
not in us. 


XVI. Of Sin after Baptiſm. 


Nan every deadly ſin wil- 
lingly committed after 


Baptiſm, 1s fin againſt the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt, and unpardonable, 
Wherefore the grant of repent- 
ance 1s not to be denied to ſuch 


as fall into fin after Bapriſm. - 


After we have received the 
Holy . Ghoſt, we may depart 


from grace given, and fall into 
fin; and by the grace of God 
we may ariſe again, and amend 
our lives: and therefore they 
are to be condemned, wh ch 
ſay, they can no more fin as 
long as they live here, or deny 
the place of forgiveneſs to ſuch 
as truly repent. 


XVII. O Predeſtination and 
Election. 
NE DESTINATION to 


life, is the everlaſting pur- 
poſe of God, whereby, before 
the foundations of the world 
were laid, he hath conſtantly 


decreed by his counſel, ſecret 


to us, to deliver from curſe and 
damnation thoſe whom he hath 
choſen in Chriſt out of man- 
kind, and to bring them by 
Chriſt to everlaſting ſalvation, 
as veſſels made to honour. 
Wherefore, they which be en- 
dued with ſo excellent a bene- 
fit of God, be called according 
to God's purpoſe by his Spirit 
working in due ſeaſon: they 
through grace obey the calling: 
they be juſtified freely: they be 
made ſons of God by adoption : 
they be made like the image of 
his only begotten Son Jeſus 
Chriſt: they walk religiouſly in 
. works, and at length, by 

od's mercy, they attain to 
everlaſting felicity. 

As the godly conſideration 
of Predeſtination and our 
Election in Chriſt, is full of 
ſweet, pleaſant, and unſpeak- 
able comfort to godly perſons, 


and ſuch as feel in themſelves 


the 
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the working of the Spirit of 
Chriſt, mortifying the works of 
the Rieſh and their earthly mem- 
bers, and drawing up their 


mind to high and heavenly 


things; as well becauſe it doth 
greatly eſtabliſh and confirm 
their faith, of eternal ſalvation, 
to be enjoyed through Chriſt, 
as becauſe it doth fervently 
kindle their love towards God ; 
ſo, for curious and carnal per- 
ſons, lacking the Spirit of 
Chriſt, to have continually he- 
fore their eyes the ſentence of 
God's Predeſtination, is a moſt 
dangerous - downfall, whereby 
the Devil doth thruſt them ei- 
ther into deſperation, or into 
wretchlefſneſs of moſt unclean 
living, no leſs perilous than 
deſperation. 

Furthermore, we muſt receive 
God's promiſes in ſuch wiſe, 


as they be generally ſet forth 


to us in holy Scripture: and in 
our doings, that Will of God 
is to be followed, which we 


have expreſly declared unto us 
in the word of God, 


XVIII. Of obtaining eternal 
Salvation only by the Name of 
Chriſt, 


HEY alſo are to be had 
accurſed, that preſume to 
ſay, that every man ſhall be ſav- 
ed by the Law or Sect which 
he profeſſeth, ſo that he be di- 


ligent to frame his life accord 


ing to that Law, and the Light 


of Nature. For holy Scripture 
doth ſet out unto us only the 


Name of Jeſus Chriſt, whereby 
men mult be ſaved.

XXV. Of the Sacraments, 


ACRAMENTS ordained of 

Chriſt, be not only badges 
or tokens of Chriſtian men's 
profeſſion; but rather they be 
certain ſure witneſſes, and ef- 
fectual ſigns of grace, and 
God's good will towards us, 
by the which he doth work 
inviſibly in us, and doth not 
only quicken, but alſo ſtrength- 
en and confirm our Faith in 
him. 

There are two Sacraments 
ordained of Chriſt our Lord 
in the Goſpel; that is to ſay, 
Baptiſm, and the Supper of the 
Lord. | 

Thoſe five, commonly called 
Sacraments, that is to ſay, 
Confirmation, Penance, Or- 
ders, Matrimony, and extreme 
Unction, are not to be counted 


for Sacraments of the Goſpel, 


being ſuch as have grown, 
partly of the corrupt following 
of the Apoſtles, partly are 
ſtates of life allowed in the 
Scriptures; but yet have not 
like nature of Sacraments with 
Baptiſm, and the Lord's Sup- 
per, for that they have not

any viſible ſign or ceremony 
ordained of God. 

The Sacraments were not 
ordained of Chriſt to be gazed 
upon, or to be carried about; 
but that we ſhould duly uſe 
them. And in ſuch only as 
worthily receive the ſame, they 
have a wholeſome effect or ope- 
ration: but they that receive 
them unworthily, purchaſe to 


themſelves damnation, as Saint 


XXVI. Of the Unworthineſs 
of the Miniſters, which hinders 
net the Effet of the Sacra- 


ments, 


LTHOUGH in the vifi- 

ble Church the evil be 
ever mingled with the. good, 
and ſometimes the evil have 
chief authority in the Miniſtra. 
tion of the Word and Sacra- 
ments; yet foraſmuch as they 
do not the ſame in their own 
name, but in Chriſt's, and do 
miniſter by his commiſſion and 
authority, we may uſe their 
Miniſtry, both in hearing the 
Word of God, and in receiv- 
ing of the Sacraments. Nei- 
ther is the effect of Chriſt's or- 


dinance taken away by their 


wickedneſs, nor the grace of 
God's gifts diminiſhed from 
ſuch, as by faith, and rightly 
do receive the Sacraments mi- 
niſtered unto them ; which be 
effectual becauſe of Chriſt's in- 


ſtitution and promiſe, although 


they be miniſtered by evil men. 
Nevertheleſs, it appertain- 
eth to the diſcipline of the 


Church, that enquiry be made 
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of evil Miniſters, and that 
they be accuſed by thoſe that 
have knowledge of their of- 
fences; and finally, being found 
guilty, by juſt judgement be 
epoſed. 


xxvn. Of Baptiſm. 


|" be 15 not only a fign 
of profeſſion, and mark of 
difference, whereby Chriſtian _ 
men are diſcerned from others 
that be not chriſtened ; but it 
is alſo a ſign of Regeneration, 
or New Birth, whereby, as by 
an inſtrument, they that receive 
Baptiſm rightly, are grafted into 
the Church; the promiſes vf 
the forgiveneſs of fin, and of 
our adoption to be the ſons of 
God by the Holy Ghoſt, are 
viſibly ſigned and ſealed ; Faith 
is confirmed, and Grace increaſ- 
ed by virtue of prayer unto 
God. The Baptiſm of young 
Children is in any wiſe to be 
retained in the Church, as 
moſt agreeable with the inſtitu· 
tion of Chriſt. 


XXVIII. Of the Lord's Supper. 


H ge Supper of the Lord is 
not only a ſign of the love 
that Chriſtians ought to have 
among themſelves one to ano- 
ther; but rather is a Sacrament 
of our Redemption by Chr iſt's 
death: inſomuch that to ſuch 
as rightly, worthily, and with 
faith receive the ſame, the 
Bread - which we break is a 
partał ing of the Body of Chriſt; 
and likewiſe the Cup of Bleſ- 
ſing is a partaking of the Blood 
of Chriſt,

Tranſubſtantiation, (or the 
change of the ſubſtance of 
Bread and Wine) in tie Supper 
of the Lord, cannot be proved 
by holy Writ ; but is repugnant 
to the pla in words of Scri,.ture, 
overthroweth tlie nature of a 
Sacrament, and hath iven oC- 
cation to many ſuper i ions 

The Body of Chriſt is given, 
taken, and eaten in the 5up- 
per, only after an heavenly 
and ſpiritual manner. And the 
mean whereby the Body of 
Chriſt is received and eaten in 
the Supper, is Faith, 

The Sacrament of the Lord's 
Supper was not by Chrilt's or- 
dinancereſerved, carried about, 


lifted up, or worſhipped. 


XXIX. Of the Wicked, which 
di not eat the Body of Chri/t in the 
uſe of the Lord's Supper. 


HE Wicked, and ſuch as 

be void of a lively faith, 
although they do carnally and 
viſibly preſs with their teeth 
(as Saint Auguſtine ſaith) the 
Sacrament of the Body and 
Blood of Chriſt; yet in no wiſe 
are they partakers of Chriſt; 
but rather, to their condemna- 
tion, do eat and drink the 
ſign or Sacrament of ſo great a 
thing. 


XXX, Of both kinds, 


E Cup of the Lord is 

not to be denied to the 
Lay-people : for both the parts 
of the Lord's Sacrament, by 
Chriſt's ordinance and com- 
mandment, ought to be miniſ- 
tered to all Chriſtian men alike. 
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XXXI. Of the one Ollation of 
Chrift finiſhed upon the Croſs. 


HE oſtering of Chriſt once 

made, is that perfe& Re- 
demption, Propitiition, and 
Satisfaction for all the üns of 
the whole world, both original 
and actual; and there is none 
other ſatisfaction for fin, but 
that alone. Wherefore, the ſa- 
critice of Maſles, in the which 
it was commonly {.1d, that the 
Prieſt did offer Chrift for the 
quick and the dead, to have 
remiſſion of pain or guilt, were 
blaiphemous fables, and dange- 
raus deceits. 


XXXII. Of the Marriage of 
| Prieſts. 


ISHOPS, Prieſts, and Dea- 
cons, are not commanded 
by God's Law, either to vow 
the eſtate of ſingle life, or to ab- 
ſtain from marriage: therefore 
it is law ful for them, as for all 
other Chriſtian men, to marry 
at their own diſcretion, as they 
ſhall judge the ſame to ſerve 
better to godlineſs. 


XXXIII. OF ex communicate

HAT Perſon, which by 
open denunciation of the 
Church is rightly cut off from

XXXVI. Of Conſecration of 
Bijhops and Miniſters. 


HE Book of Conſccration 

ot Archbiſhops and Bi- 
ſhops, and ordering of Prieſts 
and Deacons, lately tet forth 
in the time of EDUwARD the 
Sixth, and confirmed at the 
ſame time by authority of Par- 
liament, doth contain all things 
neceſlary to ſuch Conſecration 
and Ordering: neither hath 
it any thing that of itſelf is 
ſuperſtitious and ungodly. And 
therefore whoſoever are con- 
ſecrated or ordered according 
to the rites of that Book, ſince 
the ſecond year of the fore- 
named King EpwarD, unto 


this time, or hereafter ſhall be 


conſecrated or ordered accord- 
ing to the ſame Rites; we de- 
cree all ſuch to be rightly, or- 
derly, and lawfully conſecrated 
and ordered. 


XXXVII. Of rhe Civil Magi- 
ſtrates. 


HE King's Majeſty hath 

the chief power in this 
Realm of EN AND, and other 
his Dominions, unto whom the 
chief Government of all Eſtates 
of this Realm, whether they be 
Eccleſiaſtical or Civil, in all 


cauſes doth appertain; and is 


not, nor ought to be ſubject to 

any foreign Juriſdiction. 
Where we attribute to the 

King's Majeſty the chief go- 
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vernment, by which Titles we 
underſtand the minds of ſome 
ſlanderous folks to be offended ; 
we give not our Princes the 
miniſtering either of God's 
Word, or of the Sacraments; 
the which. thing the Injunctions 
allo lately ſet forth by ELIZ A- 
BETH our Queen, do moſt plain- 
ly teſtify: but that only prero- 
gative, which we ſee to have 
been given always to all godly 
Princes in holy Scriptures by 
God himſelf; that is, that they 
ſhould rule all eftates and de- 
grees committed to their charge 
by God, whether they be Ec- 
clefiaſtical or Temporal, and 
reſtrain with the civil ſword the 
ſtubborn and evil doers. 

The Biſhop of Rome hath 
no juriſdiction in this Realm of 
ENGLAND. 

The Laws of the Realm may 
puniſh Chriſtian men with 
death for heinous and grievous 
offences. 

It is lawful for Chriſtian 
men, at the commandment of 
the Magiſtrate, to wear wea- 
pons, and ſerve in the wars,
